New Ministerial Possibilt 
ties in Borden Gabinet 


C. A. McGrath is Picked by Ottawa 
Evening Journal as Represen- 
tative of Prairies. 


Ottawa, Sept. 22.—If the precedent 
set by governn.ents defeared in past 
years is followed it will be ten days 
or a fortnight before Sir Wilfrid 
Laurier and his ministers formally 
hand in their resignations to His 
Excellency. 

Sir Charles Tupper was defeated on 
June 23, 1896. Within a day or two 
after his cabinet came to Ottawa and 
held a series of cabinet meetings to 
clear up business which had accumul- 
ated during the progress of the cam- 
paign. Sir Wilfrid laurier and_ his 
colleagues will doubtless follow a 
similar course. 

In 1896 Sir Charles Tupper's gov- 
ernment filled a number of vacancies 
which Lord Aberdeen, the governor 
general, refused to sign. In view of 
this precedent no appointments are 
likely to be made. Owing‘to the de- 
parture of His Excellency, Earl 
Grey, onOctober 6th for England, the 
resignation of the ministers will be 
put in as soon as possible. 

Should it be found impossible to in- 
stall the new governmen; before Oct- 
ober 6th, the departure of His Excel- 
lency may be delayed. If so there 
would be a corresponding delay in 
the arrival of the Duke of Connaught 

The new ministers named, will, of 
course, have to go back to their con- 
stituencies for re-election, but as the 
majority of cabinet ‘probabilities’ 
have been selected by safe majorities, 
it would not be surprising if they 
are practically all returned by accla- 
mation. 

The necessary steps to bring about 
a change in the administration will 
take some weeks, and it is likely 
to be some time in November before 
the Borden administration meets for 
organization. In the meantime the 
necessary money to carry on_ the 
public services will have to be raised 
by the Governor General's warrant. 

The Evening Journal says : 

“‘All sors of conjectures are being 
made about the probable Borden cab- 
inet. The chief mystery hinges about 
the Nationalist position. It is diffi- 
cult to see how the Monk-Bourassa 
abliance can find representation in the 
Borden cabinet. unless they  stultify 
themselves on the naval issue. 

“Possibly there might be a 
promise on plebiscite. 

“Mr. Sifton would assuredly be 
welcomed, but it is no: thought like- 
ly that he would enter another Can- 
adian cabinet. : 

“Some of the men from whom the 
Borden cabinet outside of its French 


com- 


representation must be picked are 
Osler, Brodeur, Foster, Bowell, 
Sharpe, Reid and Hughes. McBride 


will likely be asked to represent Brit- 
ish Columbia; next to him CGoodeve. 
the

A PUZZLING PINE. 


Peculiar Tree That, Is Something of a 
Mys‘*ery to Botanists. 

Upper California is the home of a 
tree that has puzzled botanists. It is 
a pine which will grow only near the 
seacoast. Its growth is slow, and it 
does not attain to great size. 

The strange thing about ‘it is that 
there are, to all appearances, insur- 
mountable difficulties in the way .of 
the perpetuation of the species. Some 
specimens of it exist in Kew gardens, 
in London. They have been carefully 
examined bys competent authorities, 
and all admit that the tree presents a 
problem unlike anything elsewhere 
met with. 

This pine produces at regular Inter- 
vals the usual cones containing seeds; 
but, strange to say, the cones are so 
thoroughly protected that the seeds 
cannot be released. The cones are 
bard and tightly closed and have 
strong overlapping scales. 

More extraordinary still is the fact 
that the pine, after producing its al- 
most invulnerable cones, keeps them 
banging op its branches yeur after 
year. Unless through some peculiar 
accident the seeds would apparently 
remain attached to the parent tree for- 
ever. Many of the cones on the trees 


in Kew gardens have been there for | 


years, as is shown by the size of the 
branches and the formation of the 
bark. 

It has been found that the seed ves- 
sels which this tree so powerfully re- 
tain are so well protected that it re 
quires a strong knife with the ussist- 
auce of a heavy hammer to cut the 
cone foto sections. No ordinary con- 
ditions of temperature can make a 
cone open. 

The following is the only explana- 
tion yet offered that seems to have any 
degree of plausibility: -The species 
may be perpetuated by fire. One who 
has studied the tree asserts thut noth- 
ing but the intense heat of a forest 
tire cou!d compel the cones to release 
their sceds. It has been found that 
under the influence of intense heat 
they crack open and the seeds fall 
out uninjured.

NORMAN BUNCAN 
A Successful Canadian Writer. 


One of the brilliant young writers of Canada who has won recognition dy his 
splendid work which foreshs adows. still greater performance, is Norman Duncan, 
of whom the ‘London Spectutor” whica is usually chary of praise, said: “It is 
a pleasure to know that there is a writer in the world from whom we may hope 
for greater things.” 

He was born in the City of Brantford, in 1871, and spent eight years at 
Mitchell, Ont., and from there entered the University of Toronto. He took almost 
the full course, but left before attaining a degree, as the scientific course did not 
prove congenial, and the further he progressed the more distasteful it became. 

jis first work at journalism was at Auburn, N.Y., in 1895 and two years later 
he joined the staff of the New York Evening Post.” In this literary atmos- 
here, which harmonized with his tastes and needs, he began to develop, and 
is first stories—tales of life in the Syrian quarter of New Yor —appeared serially. 
They were simple, natural, heart-storics, told with sympathy, poetic insigh at 
and dramatic power, and had that subtle quality of refinement and artistic finish 
that reveal the personality, of a fine mind radiating itself in print.

Robbers Got $255,000 Haul 


Bank of Montreal at New . West- 
minster, B.C., Burglarized. 


Vancouver, Sept. 15.—The bank of 
Montreal at New Westminster, was, 
robbed last night. Actual figures of 
the loss were obtainable this  after- 
noon from Manager G. D. Brynor, 
who has been in charge at New 
West minster for twen:y years. Where 
was $348,000 in the bank, and of 
this $255,000 was taken. Of the 
amount taken one hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars was in $5 and $10 
bills. These were all new and the 
bank still has the numbers and as- 
serts that payment on them can, be 
stopped. There was $38,000 in gold, 
of which twenty thousand was taken 
and the remainder loft. An = extra 
large amount of money was on hand 
for paying off fishermen and hands 
from the hop fields. 

The police are at a_ standstill. 
Detectives are being hired by the 
bank officials, but thore has been no 
at_empt yet to chase’in any direction. 
All the circumstances indicate that 
the robbers had the haul very care- 
fully planned. They could have been 
tn Vancouver and had their booty} 
safely housed before daylight, and 
there are a dozen other different di- 
rections that could have been taken. 
The robbers left behind them a can 
of nitro-glycerine and the pick and 
crowbar which they used in breaking 
into the vault.
